inal cases ever tried in A labam a 
has ju st been disposed of here. 
A 
negro man, after having been pu t 
on trial ten times for his life, was 
ac q u itted by a ju ry composed of the 
best men of the cou ntry. 
T he his- 
tory of the case is interesting. 
In the spring of 1S9 3 Dou glas 
W hite , a negro then abou t forty 
years of age, Wciit one night to the 
hou se of M a rga re t Davis, his u n­ 
lawfu l wife, w ith w hom he board­ 
ed, and was ad m itte d by the w o m ­ 
an herself. 
H a lf an 
hou r after­ 
w ards the report of a gu n rang ou t 
and M arga re t D avis fell dead. 
A n 
hou r later W hi te w ent to police 
headq u arters and su rrendered, t a k ­ 
ing his gu n w ith him. 
A t the prelim inary trial he stated 
that after he liad entered the liou se 
he 
lighted the lam p and bu sied 
himself w ith his gu n and bird dog, 
inte nd ing to go hu nting the follow­ 
ing m orning, having promised to 
k ill some birds for a Air. AIcLeod, 
w ho was sick . 
H e testified that 
while he had his gu n in his hand, 
he 
observed that 
the lamp was 
b u r ning too high and hu rried to 
tu rn the w ick back , w hen, in his 
haste, h e stru ck the bu tt of his gu n 
against the wall and discharged 
the contents of the barrel into the 
heart 
of 
the 
negress, 
Alargaret 
Davis. 
T he state, however, introdu ced 
considerable testimonv tending to 
show tlmt \\d iite and the w om an 
had q u arrelled abou t a lamp c him ­ 
ney which W hi t e was said to have 
brok en 
while lighting the lamp, 
.and that he k illed his hou sek eeper 
in a fit of anger. 
H e was c om m it­ 
ted to jail w ithou t bond. 
AVhite then employed as his cou n­ 
sel Air. Ja m e s B. Fu ller, then a 
briefless barrister, bu t now one of 
the foremost you ng attorneys in the 
state. 
Air. Fu ller, of cou rse, took 
an active interest in the case from 
the first, bu t not only the evidence, 
bu t pu blic opinion was against his 
client and at the trial before C ir ­ 
cu it J u d ge A r r ington, in October, 
1S9 3, W hi t e w as given the deatli 
sentence for m u rder in the first de­ 
gree. 
Air. Fu ller 
appealed the case. 
A t this term there were seven m u r ­ 
der 
cases 
appealed 
from 
Alont- 
gomt‘ry cou nty, and the su preme 
cou rt su stained the decisions of the 
lower cou rt in all of the cases ex­ 
c e pting in W hite ’s, w hich was re­ 
versed and rem anded by reason of 
the 
overru ling 
of 
some 
of Air. 
Fu ller's objections. 
A t the J u ly term of the 
city 
cou rt in 18 9 4 W hite was again a r ­ 
raigned, a mistrial resu lting this 
time. 
A b ou t this time Air. Fu ller as­ 
sociated w ith him in the case Air. 
T hom a s 
AI. 
A rr ington, 
anotiier 
you ng lawyer of ability, and at the 
fall term of the cou rt Wdiite was 
pu t on trial again, fou nd gu ilty of 
m u rd er in the first degree and sen­ 
tenced to the penitentiary for life. 
T he pu blic thou ght that he was 
exceedingly fortu nate and c ongra t­ 
u lated his you ng attorney in saving 
their client's life. 
T he y were by 
no means satisfied, howev^er, and 
insisted 
that 
the 
verdict be set 
aside, becau se of a technical defect 
in its w ording. 
T he y carried their 
point and the case w e nt over for 
trial at the next term of the cou rt. 
In October, 18 9 5, the case came 
u p for trial again. 
By this time 
the bar of the entire state and every 
ne w spa pe r reader had become in­ 
tensely 
interested 
in 
the resu lt. 
After* another 
hard-fou ght 
legal 
battle 
W hi t e 
w as 
convicted 
of 
m u r d e r in the second degree and 
sentenced to serve thirty-five years 
in the penitentiary. 
A second appeal to the su preme 


cou rt was tak en and a reversal ask ­ 
ed on the grou nd that certain w r i t­ 
ten charges tou ching the q u estion 
of ilight had been refu sed by the 
trial 
ju dge. 
Idie 
su preme cou rt 
again reversed tlie case and retu rn­ 
ed it to the lower cou rt. 
^Vhite was 
again tried at the 
F eb ru ary term of the city cou rt, 
and the ju ry fou nd him gu iltv of 
m u rder in tlie second degree and 
sentenced him to ten years only in 
the penitentiary. 
T he case was again tak en to the 
su preme cou rt on appeal and was 
again sent by that dignified tri­ 
bu nal back to the ju ry u pon tech­ 
nical q u estions propou nded by the 
defendant's attorneys tou ching the 
general character of a witness for 
the state. 
T he final trial came u p 
this week , as stated. 
It was a vig­ 
orou s fight and lasted for several 
days, 
k dnally the cast* was given 
to the ju ry, and it was by no means 
an over charitable tribu nal. 
T he 
increase of mu rders du ring the year 
have pu t the fall term ju rors on 
their mettle, and convictions have 
been com ing thick and fast. 
'I'he 
ju ry which Iiad W hite 's life in its 
hands w ent to their room abou t ^ 
o ’clock in the afternoon and re­ 
mained there u ntil i o ’clock , when 
they brou ght in a verdict of not 
gu ilty. 
T he new evidence w hich prob­ 
ably brou ght 
abou t 
W hi te 's ac­ 
q u ittal was fu rnished by one i\)llv 
\Villiams, who swore that C^ieen 
Davis, the state’s only eve witness, 
told her abou t a year ago that she, 
C^u een, had got religion and the 
I^ord had forgiven her for all of the 
lies 
she 
had 
sworn 
to 
against 
Dou glass W hite, her father, and 
that she had gone to the jail and 
Dou glass had forgiven her.

W illiam s w om an swore that C^iieen 
had told her that her griindmother.

a com parison will not do us lull 
justice. 
W hile the report from our sister 
state is highly creditable and indi­ 
cates the great possibilities of the 
poultry industry, it must suffer in 
com parison w ith the ex ports trom 
Missouri.
